1

Not later than 120 days after the date of enactment 2

of this Act, the Administrator of the Federal Aviation Ad-3

ministration shall submit to Congress a report on the 4

amount of time it takes for the FAA board to approve 5

an exemption package that allows drone pilots to be ex-6

empt from certain rules such as operating a drone that 7

weighs more than 55 pounds and operating a drone closer 8

than 100 feet from buildings, roadways, and waterways. 9

The report shall provide recommendations for stream-10

lining the application approval process. 11
